U. S. Expert Has Method 
to Keep Storage Eggs 
Fresh for Months 


WASHINGTON, D. C.. April 25. 
—It may still be difficult to fool 
some with last year's straw hat, but 
T. L. Swenson, bacteriologist in the 
food research division of the U. S. 
departm ent of agriculture, has dis­ 
covered how to fix an egg so that 
10 m onths after laying it will fool 
anyone as to its freshness. 
The impairment of quality in cold 
storage eggs results from the loss 
of m oisture and 
our bon dioxide, 
Swenson reports. H is process takes 
care of this loss. 
F irst he dips the eggs in oil in 
an airtight cham ber. 
Then, while 
the eggs are still under oil, 
he 
pum ps some of the a ir out of the 
cham ber to create a p artial vacu­ 
um. 
Some air escapes from 
the 
eggs also. 
H e then introduces carbon di­ 
oxide gas into the cham ber and the 
eggs, once more 
surrounded 
by 
gases of normal pressure, draw the 
011 into the pores of th e shell to 
form a complete seal. 
Some of the 
carbon dioxide is probably carried 
in with the oil. 
Sw enson 
says, 
which accounts for a m arked im ­ 
provement in quality of the egg. 
A previous treatm en t of eggs by 
commercial handlers consisted of 
dipping them in oil in open ves­ 
sels. 
Swenson lias found that his 
vacuum-dipped 
a n d 
carbonated 
eggs lost only one-tenth of I per 
in 30 
m onths of 
storage, whereas 
eggs 
dipped in 
open vessels lost 16 tim es as much.

The sugar beet grow ers of South­ 
ern C alifornia, after holding m ass 
m eetings in the several beet-grow ­ 
ing areas, have decided to organize 
a co-operative beet grow ers’ organi­ 
zation. 
R epresentatives of beet grow ers 
from th e several sugar factory d is­ 
tricts m et in Oxnard April 2, at 
which ttm e a plan of organization 
was perfected and articles of in ­ 
corporation have been filed for the 
Southern C alifornia Beet Growers 
association 
Fostered by Board 
The form ation of this organiza­ 
tion is p a rt of a plan sponsored by 
the Federal F arm board under the 
provisions of the agricultural m ar 
ketlng act, to organize 
the 
beet 
growers of th e U nited States. 
The 
Southern C alifornia association will 
become a m em ber of the N ational 
Beet G row ers’ association. 
In view of th e present depressed 
condition of the beet sugar indus­ 
try, it is hoped through organiza­ 
tion and collective action to moi'© 
effectively solve the problems con­ 
fronting th e industry by obtaining 
more favorable consideration than 
has been obtained in the past. 
The first stern-up meeting* of 
grower* w ere held in Oxnard on 
April I and a t Lompoc on April 14, 
at which tim e a substantial acre­ 
age was signed with the new a s ­ 
sociation. 
T he members of th# fa c­ 
tory 
d istric t 
advisory 
com m ittee 
will contact w ith ail beet growers to 
give them additional inform ation 
concerning tile organization and give 
them an opportunity 
to 
become 
mem bers of th e association. 
Close Co-operation 
The association has for its ob­ 
jective affiliatio n with the national 
body, the N ational Beet G row ers’ 
association, and clo.ee co-operstion 
for the p rim ary benefit of the in­ 
dividual grow er. 
U nder the pres­ 
ent nation-w ide organization, beet 
growers will be in a position to ob­ 
tain recognition on im portant world 
and national questions relating to 
the industry. 
The su g a r beet and sugar cane 
advisory com m ittee has set forth 
some of th® problem s, in the solu­ 
tion of w hich they believe the farm 
board can ren d er aid: 
1—The trem endous impact of for­ 
eign com petition, due to dumping 
on our m ark et of large quantities 
of Cuban su g a r at ruinous prices, 
which Is m ade possible by reason of 
the low cost of production on th at 
island, w here tropical standards of 
living and w ages exist. 
Adequate Tariff, 
2—T his 
n atu rally 
Involve* 
the 
question of an adequate tariff, and, 
while th* su g a r beet and sugar cane 
growers ap p reciate th a t th* Federal 
Barm board is not empowered to 
deal w ith ta riff m atters, they feel 
that the sy m p ath etic 
and 
moral 
support of th e Federal Farm board 
In their efforts to secure a higher 
tariff on sugar, either through the 
tariff com m ission or congress, or 
the rem oval of th e present Cuban 
tariff preferential, would add great 
weight lo th e ir efforts. 
In the so lution of th* w asteful 
practices In th* distribution and 
m arketing of th* sugar. th*y rec­ 
ommend au th o rizatio n by th* board 
of a centralized m arketing agency 
or clearing house under section IO 
of th* farm not, 
Th* dom estic beet sugar Industry 
furnishes a c a s h -paying crop to a p ­ 
proxim ately 100,000 American farm ­ 
ers, th* m inim um unit price of 
which is guaran teed before til* seed 
is planted. 
T he farm er shares in 
til* net proceeds from tile aals of 
th* sugar m anufactured from his 
beets, 
The Industry gives employment 
to nearly 200,000 farm ers, farm la ­ 
borer*, m echanic* and agricultur­ 
ists. 
It annually distribute* to Am eri­ 
can farm ers from 
$40,000,000 
to 
$60,OOO,OOO for beets. 
7,000,00 Tons Bests 
It produces over 7,000,000 tons of 
beets, grow n on approxim ately 800,- 
000 acres. 
It produces a farm crop from 
American soli valued at over $120,-j 
000,000, th e proceeds from th* sale 
of which 
a re all 
distributed 
to 
American farm ers, American labor 
and A m erican industry. 
It pay# annually to the railroads 
for freight from $20,000,000 to $26,- 
000,000. 
it pays annually rn salaries and 
wages over $20,000,00. 
It expends $20,000,00 annually for 
supplies, such a s machinery, coal, 
toke, lim *-rock, baga and chemicals, 
all products of American industry. 
It rep resen ts an investm ent of 
approxim ately 
$250,000,000; 
beets 
are grow n in 17 states of th# Union, 
requiring IOO factories in the proc­ 
ess of ex tra ctin g sugar therefrom. 
M ust Organ!** 
The fu tu re of the beet sugar in ­ 
dustry, not alone in California but 
In 16 other sta te s, is at stake. 
In 
order to tak e advantage of the fed­ 
eral m arketing act, it is necessary 
for the ©tiger beet growers to o r­ 
ganise. 
If you are to obtain tariffs 
beneficial to th e industry, engaged 
lit educational campaign* 
to 
in ­ 
crease the coneum ptton of dom estic 
•ugar, in crease the production of 
domestic requirem ents, effect econ­ 
omies in th e distribution of beet 
sugar, have advantageous transpor­ 
tation ra te s established, abolish th# 
20-cent d ifferential between cane 
and beet su g ar, collect and study 
fact* p ertain in g to the sugar beet 
industry and preserve youi t ome 
market, It will be necessary for th# 
gro cers Lu organize.

A meeting on th e reclam ation of 
black alkali will be held a t the Los 
Angeles county farm a t 1:30 p. rn., 
May I. This m eeting w ill afford an 
opportunity to those w ho have un 
alkali problem on th e ir farm for 
observing m ethods w hich have been 
used by the farm a d v iso r's office 
in reclaiming severely affected a l­ 
kali land. 
The a re a w hich was 
treated three years ag o and which 
Is now producing a lfa lfa , received 
various treatm ents, in cluding such 
m aterials as sulphur, gypsum , lima 
and manure. 
V arious am ounts 
these m aterials w ere applied. 
The reclam ation 
p ro ject, which 
has been carried on u n d e r the su ­ 
pervision of A ssistant F a rm Advisor 
F. H. Ernst and W illiam R. H arri­ 
man, has been 
h ighly 
successful 
ando ffers excellent p ossibilities for 
applying these sam e tre a tm e n ts to 
m any alkali areas on m any Cali­ 
fornia farms. 
T he co sts involved 
in these treatm ent# h a v e been rea­ 
sonably nominal co n sid erin g local 
conditions. 
These 
m ethods 
un­ 
doubtedly 
present 
a n 
economical 
m eans by which soils w hich are 
now producing crops 
w ith 
great 
difficulty, due to sm all am ounts of 
black alkali, may often be Improved 
by the addition of som e of th e m a­ 
terials which are beneficial for this 
sort of thing. 
Therefore, grow ers w ho have an 
alkali problem are req u ested to be 
present at the county fa rm In order 
th a t they may see a t first hand 
w hat the possibilities an d w hat the 
lim itations are.
